REPORT. 


Section  99,  chapter  350  of  the  General  Acts  of  1919, 
transferred  all  the  rights,  powers,  duties  and  obligations  of 
the  District  Police,  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules,  the  Board 
of  Elevator  Regulations,  and  the  office  of  Fire  Prevention 
Commissioner  of  the  Metropolitan  District  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety. 

Having  been  appointed  by  Your  Excellency,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Council,  to  the  office  of  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Safety  for  the  term  of  one  year,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  section  100,  chapter  350  of 
the  General  Acts  of  1919,  I  assumed  supervision  and  control 
from  December  1,  and  organized  the  department  in  three 
divisions,  as  follows:  ^ — 

A  Division  of  State  Police,  under  my  own  immediate 
charge. 

A  Division  of  Inspection,  under  the  charge  of  a  director 
known  as  Chief  of  Inspections. 

A  Division  of  Fire  Prevention,  under  the  charge  of  a 
director  known  as  State  Fire  Marshal. 

For  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  systematic  arrangement 
of  certain  interdivision  work,  I  have  created  three  bureaus 
within  the  department,  as  follows :  — 

A  Bureau  of  Sunday  Censorship,  acting  under  the  law 
relative  to  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  day,  chapter  385  of 
the  Acts  of  1908. 

A  Bureau  of  Explosives  and  Inflammables,  acting  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  220,  General  Acts  of  1915,  and 
amendments  thereof. 

A  Bureau  for  the  Storage  of  Liquids,  acting  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  303  of  the  General  Acts  of  1919. 

The  State  Boxing  Commission,  acting  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  619  of  the  Acts  of  1920,  is  also  established  to 
serve  within  this  Department.

LEGISLATION   RECOMMENDED. 


The  State  Fire  Marshal  requests  the  enactments  of  legis- 
lation authorizing  the  regulation  of  calcium  carbide  and 
similar  substances.  Calcium  carbide  is  an  inert  substance  in 
itself,  but  generates  acetylene  gas  upon  the  application  of 
water  thereto.  This  gas  forms  a  dangerous  explosive  when 
mixed  with  air  in  the  widest  range  of  proportion.  Many 
accidents  have  occurred  from  the  careless  packing,  trans- 
portation, storage,  handling  and  use  of  this  substance,  and 
I  therefore  recommend  such  enactment.

Chapter  385,  Acts  of  1908,  provides  that  no  entertainment 
shall  be  given  on  the  Lord's  day  to  which  admission  is  ob- 
tained upon  the  payment  of  money  or  some  other  pecuniary 
or  valuable  consideration  until  such  entertainment  has  re- 
ceived the  approval  in  writing  by  the  Chief  of  the  District 
Police  (now  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety)  as  being  in 
keeping  with  the  character  of  the  day,  and  not  inconsistent 
as  to  observance. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  Nov.  30,  1920,  there 
have  been  forwarded  for  such  approval  a  total  of  11,413 
licenses  and  programs  for  approval  of  entertainments  repre- 
sented by  such  programs,  and  it  will  be  noted,  from  the 
following  statement,  that  of  this  number  11,403  have  been 
approved  and  but  10  disapproved.  There  has  also  been 
received  wdth  each  application  for  approval  the  fee  of  $1, 
making  a  total  of  $11,413,  which  has  been  paid  to  the  Treas-

As  motion  pictures  form  90  per  cent  of  the  entertainments 
which  are  held  upon  the  Lord's  day,  it  is  necessary  that  all 
pictures  which  it  is  desired  to  display  at  such  entertainments 
should  be  censored  in  order  that  objectional  features  might 
not  be  shown.  Therefore,  pictures  which  the  moving-picture 
agents  desire  to  rent  for  entertainments  to  be  given  upon 
the  Lord's  day  are  sent  to  the  moving-picture  examination 
room  in  the  State  House,  and  there  displayed  before  my 
representative.  The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  number 
of  reels  of  films  which  have  been  shown  for  this  purpose 
during  the  twelve  months  covered  by  this  report:  —

RELATIVE   TO    THE    BUREAU   OF   EXPLOSIVES    AND 
INFLAMMABLES. 

This  Bureau  is  maintained  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
220,  General  Acts  of  1915,  and  amendments  thereto.  The 
chemical  laboratory  is  situated  in  a  fireproof  building  at 
1108  Boylston  Street,  Boston.  No  one  is  employed  there 
other  than  the  expert  assistant  to  the  Commissioner,  whose 
duties  are  performed  at  the  laboratory  in  the  examination, 
analyses,  tests,  etc.,  of  explosives  and  inflammable  fluids  and 
compounds,  and  also  at  the  State  House  and  elsewhere  as 
assistant  to  the  Commissioner. 

The  work  of  this  Bureau  has  been  of  an  eminently  satis- 
factory nature.

RELATIVE  TO  THE  BUREAU  FOR  THE  STORAGE  OF 

LIQUIDS. 

This  Bureau,  established  Dec.  1,  1919,  is  maintained  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  303,  General  Acts  of  1919,  entitled 
"An  Act  relative  to  the  use  of  tanks  or  containers  for  the 
storage  of  fluids  other  than  water,  located  above  ground  and 
of  more  than  ten  thousand  gallons  capacity. 

The  duties  consist  of  inspection  of  materials,  care,  main- 
tenance, estimation  of  structural  strength,  location,  etc.,  of 
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structures  to  which  this  law  applies.  Under  this  head  the 
design  as  to  structural  strength  for  the  service  intended  is 
passed  upon  and  the  various  stresses  to  which  the  structure 
will  be  subjected  ai'e  carefully  figured  by  experts. 

Safety  devices  essential  for  the  safe  handling  of  the  liquids 
are  also  passed  upon,  together  with  the  method  of  their 
installation.  The  materials  used  in  construction  are  carefully 
inspected  and  made  to  meet  the  requirements  of  accepted 
modern  standards  as  to  quality  and  strength  necessary  for 
the  conditions  of  service. 

After  careful  consideration  and  consultation  with  various 
authorities,  a  factor  of  safety  of  three  (3)  was  decided  upon 
as  sufficient  for  structures  to  be  used  for  this  purpose,  the 
above  factor  to  apply  to  such  plates  and  materials  whose 
tensile  strength  and  elastic  limits  are  sufficiently  high  to 
prevent  molecular  fatigue  under  the  designed  load. 

Provision  is  made  in  the  regulations  for  the  construction 
cf  suitable  dykes  or  retaining  basins  of  150  per  cent  capac- 
ity around  such  structures  when  necessary  to  safeguard  the 
immediate  surrounding  property,  or  where  the  terrain  would 
necessitate  this  for  the  protection  of  more  distant  sections; 
for  example,  in  the  case  of  above-ground  gasoline  tanks  to 
prevent  the  discharge  into  the  sewers,  rivers  or  ponds  in  the 
event  of  rupture  of  the  tank  or  container  with  the  resultant 
liability  of  explosion  and  fire  at  distant  and  unexpected 
points. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  relocation  of  structures  erected 
before  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  by  requiring  the 
parties  desiring  to  change  the  location  of  such  structures  to 
make  application  on  a  suitable  form  provided  for  such  pur- 
poses, and  no  tank  or  container  is  allowed  to  be  re-erected 
or  relocated  unless  all  corroded  and  wasted  plates  or  parts 
of  the  structure  are  renewed  or  repaired  and  the  tank  or 
container  restored  to  its  original  strength,  and  the  usual  re- 
quirements complied  with  for  the  protection  of  surrounding 
properties  as  in  original  locations.

RELATIVE  TO  PRIVATE  DETECTIVE  LICENSES. 

It  is  incumbent  upon  me,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
General  Acts  of  1919,  chapter  271,  to  provide  for  the  licens- 
ing and  regulation  of  private  detectives.  During  the  twelve 
months  ending  Nov.  30,  1920,  there  have  been  20  original 
private  detective  licenses  granted  and  22  licenses  renewed. 
Of  this  number,  8,  licensed  as  partnerships  or  corporations, 
have  paid  fees  of  $200  each,  and  the  34  remaining,  licensed 
as  individuals,  have  paid  fees  of  $100  each,  making  a  total 
of  $5,000,  which  amount  has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Commonwealth. 
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BOXING   COMMISSION. 


The  operation  of  the  law  governing  boxing  within  the 
Commonwealth  became  effective  Sept.  2,  1920,  and  several 
cities,  among  them  Boston  and  others  in  the  vicinity,  at 
once  accepted  the  act  (chapter  619,  Acts  of  1920)  as  provided 
in  section  20,  which  section  reads:  ''This  act  shall  take  effect 
for  the  current  year  in  any  city  upon  its  acceptance  by  the 
mayor  and  city  council  or  body  exercising  similar  powers." 

Clubs  and  organizations  in  the  several  cities  immediately 
made  application  for  licenses  to  conduct  matches  or  exhibi- 
tions, the  first  of  which  was  held  in  Boston  on  the  14th  of 
September,  with  an  attendance  of  4,037. 

From  that  time  on  up  to  the  present,  exhibitions  have  been 
held  frequently  in  the  several  cities  and  towns. 

The  Boxing  Commission  has  ruled  that  clubs  or  organiza- 
tions conducting  exhibitions  regularly  shall  be  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  that  no  club  or 
organization  be  permitted  to  conduct  matches  or  exhibitions 
in  more  than  one  city  or  town. 

The  Commission  also  ruled  that,  although  licenses  could 
be  granted  to  include  December  31  of  the  current  year, 
licenses  would  be  granted  only  to  the  date  of  the  election  in 
the  city,  when  the  electorate  would,  by  their  votes,  either 
accept  or  reject  the  act. 

If  accepted,  clubs  were  to  be  permitted  to  continue  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year;  if  rejected,  the  mandate  of  the  voters 
was  immediately  to  become  effective. 

Conduct  of  exliibitions  thus  far  held  has,  to  an  appreciable 
degree,  been  commendable,  and,  compared  with  those  held 
previous  to  the  period  of  legalized  boxing,  is  a  great  step  in 
the  line  of  progress,  and,  as  evidenced  by  those  most  inter- 
ested in  the  sport,  is  satisfactory  to  the  boxers,  officials  and 
the  public. 

The  Commission  has  held  several  hearings  covering  various 
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complaints.  It  has,  upon  evidence  produced  and  for  sufficient 
cause,  taken  summary  action.  It  has  revoked  one  club 
license  and  suspended  or  otherwise  penalized  boxers  and 
managers  both  within  and  without  the  State.  Such  action 
as  has  been  taken  along  this  line  has  had  a  salutary  effect, 
and  with  the  co-operation  offered  by  other  States,  particularly 
the  State  of  New  York,  where  penalties  inflicted  by  this 
Commission  have  been  accepted,  promulgated  and  made 
effective  within  their  limits,  has  thereby  created  a  wholesome 
respect  for  the  powers  exercising  supervision.  It  is  evi- 
dently the  purpose  of  the  boxing  commissions  in  the  several 
States,  where  commissions  exist,  to  co-operate  with  a  view 
to  complete  control,  close  supervision  and  regulation,  to  the 
end  that  boxing  be  made  and  kept  a  clean  sport  that  can  be 
fully  endorsed  and  supported  by  pubhc  opinion. 

Rules  and  regulations  have  been  made  and  are  about  to  be 
submitted  to  Your  Excellency  and  the  Honorable  Council 
for  approval  before  being  published  and  issued,  and  they 
will  be  revised  and  made  to  meet  requirements  as  occasion 
demands  from  time  to  time. 

The  law  became  effective  so  recently  and  has  operated  so 
satisfactorily  for  the  short  space  of  time  of  its  existence  that 
this  Commission  does  not  feel  it  necessary  or  desirable  to  ask 
for  any  further  legislation  at  this  time.

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DIVISION  OF   INSPECTION. 


Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  350  of  the  General  Acts 
of  1919,  the  Division  of  Inspection  now  includes  the  functions 
of  the  former  Building  Inspection  and  Boiler  Inspection  De- 
partments, and  it  is  provided  that  the  Chief  of  Inspections 
shall  perform  the  duties  exercised  by  the  deputy  chiefs  of 
both  of  those  departments.  These  duties  include,  besides 
the  supervision  of  the  work  of  these  branches,  the  chair- 
manship of  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules  and  of  the  Board  of 
Elevator  Regulations,  which  rules  and  regulations  are  en- 
forced by  the  members  of  this  division. 

The  Division  of  Inspection  is  composed  of  45  members,  19 
of  whom  are  assigned  as  building  inspectors  and  26  as  boiler 
inspectors.  One  building  inspector  is  designated  by  law  and 
assigned  as  supervisor  of  plans.  One  boiler  inspector  is 
especially  assigned  for  the  enforcement  of  chapter  303  of  the 
General  Acts  of  1919,  relative  to  tanks  or  containers  for 
liquid  of  over  10,000  gallons  capacity,  located  above  ground. 

BUILDING  INSPECTION. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  building  inspectors  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  chapter  655,  Acts  of  1913,  regulating  the  con- 
struction and  use  of  certain  classes  of  buildings,  and  more 
particularly  applicable  to  safeguarding  the  health  of  the 
occupants  from  improper  sanitation  or  ventilation,  and  to 
the  protection  of  lives  from  the  danger  of  fire  therein,  pro- 
viding proper  egress,  fire-extinguishing  methods,  and  methods 
of  construction  and  care  to  prevent  the  spread  of  fire.  Chap- 
ter 806,  Acts  of  1913,  provides  for  annual  inspections  of 
elevators.  The  duty  of  inspection  is  imposed  on  local  in- 
spectors of  cities  and  towns  w^here  such  offices  are  estab- 
lished, and  on  the  building  inspectors  of  this  Department  in 
all  other  places. 
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Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  791,  Acts  of  1914,  the 
enforcement  of  which  is  placed  on  the  building  inspectors  of 
the  Division  of  Inspection  of  this  Department,  it  is  necessary 
that  every  cinematograph  or  similar  apparatus  involving  the 
use  of  a  combustible  film  more  than  10  inches  in  length  shall 
be  duly  inspected  and  approved  by  an  inspector  of  this 
division.  The  statute  in  question  also  provides  for  the 
issuing  of  four  grades  of  licenses  to  persons  desiring  to 
operate  these  machines,  such  licenses  being  classified  as,  re- 
spectively, special,  first-class,  second-class,  and  special-limited 
licenses.  Examinations  for  these  licenses  are  held  at  the 
State  House  in  Boston. 

Changes  have  been  made  and  approved  in  the  rules  re- 
lating to  the  equipment  of  the  cinematograph.  This  change 
became  necessary  in  consequence  of  the  occurrence  of  un- 
accountable fires,  and  when  the  improvements  are  applied  to 
existing  equipment,  fires  on  such  machines,  while  in  opera- 
tion, should  be  entirely  eliminated. 

I  earnestly  recommend  opposition  to  any  form  of  legisla- 
tion curtailing  the  present  regulations  governing  the  use  of 
these  machines,  as  experience  has  demonstrated  that  the 
rules  now  in  force  are  none  too  drastic.  It  may  become 
necessary  as  a  means  of  fire  prevention,  and  the  safe  enjoy- 
ment of  motion  pictures,  to  further  regulate  the  handling  of 
nitrous  films.

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BOARD  OF  BOILER    RULES. 

The  members  of  this  Board  were  appointed  on  Feb.  12, 
1920,  and  have  worked  in  perfect  harmony  during  the  year. 
The  amendments  to  the  rules  which  M^ere  fully  discussed  at 
the  semi-annual  public  hearing  on  Nov.  4,  1920,  were  prac- 
tically endorsed. 

The  purpose  of  the  Board  in  these  amendments  was  to 
approach  a  position  where  the  rules  governing  the  construc- 
tion of  boilers  in  the  different  States  might  eventually  become 
uniform. 

The  Chief  of  Inspections  has  attended  two  meetings  of  the 
boiler  code  committee  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical 
Engineers  in  New  York  City,  whose  rules  are  generally  ac- 
cepted throughout  the  country  for  the  guidance  of  boiler 
inspection  departments.  It  is  expected  that  at  some  future 
meeting  the  differences  now  existing  can  be  eliminated  and  a 
point  reached  where  uniformity  of  construction,  inspection 
and  stamping  of  boilers  can  be  made  applicable  throughout 
the  country.  I  do  not  believe  that  this  will  work  to  the  dis- 
advantage of  boiler  manufacturers  within  this  Common- 
wealth, for  I  think  that  the  excellency  of  workmanship  of 
Massachusetts  manufacturers  will  always  operate  to  their 
advantage,  and  that  uniformity  will  be  a  benefit  rather  than 
an  injury  to  the  industry  within  this  State. 

BOILER    INSPECTION. 

The  boiler  inspectors  of  the  Division  of  Inspection  have 
been  engaged  during  the  year  in  enforcing  the  several  laws, 
rules  and  regulations  coming  within  their  jurisdiction,  in- 
cluding the  — 

Engineers'  and  firemen's  license  law  (chapter  259,  General  Acts  of 
1915). 

Boiler  inspection  law  (chapter  465,  Acts  of  1907,  as  amended  by  chap- 
ter 563,  Acts  of  1908;  chapter  393,-  Acts  of  1909;  chapter  257,  Gen- 
eral Acts  of  1918;   chapter  133,  General  Acts  of  1919). 

Operators  of  hoisting  machinery  license  law  (chapter  656,  Acts  of  1911, 
as  amended  by  chapter  211,  General  Acts  of  1915). 
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Air  tank  inspection  law  (chapter  649,  Acts  of  1914), 
Ammonia  compressor  safety  valve  law  (chapter  467,  Acts  of  1914). 
Steam  boiler  rules  formulated  by  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules. 
Air  tank  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules,  and  the 
ammonia  compressor  safety  valve  rules  formulated  by  said  Board. 

The  exemptions  from  the  boiler  inspection  law  relate  to 
the  following:  boilers  of  railroad  locomotives;  motor  road 
vehicles;  boilers  in  private  residences;  boilers  in  public 
buildings  and  in  apartment  houses  used  solely  for  heating; 
carrying  pressures  not  exceeding  15  pounds  per  square  inch 
and  having  less  than  4  square  feet  of  grate  surface;  boilers 
of  not  more  than  3  horsepower;  boilers  used  for  horticultural 
and  agricultural  purposes  exclusively;  and  boilers  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States.

There  have  been  20,449  reports  of  steam  boiler  inspections 
and  479  reports  of  air  tank  inspections  made  by  the  above- 
named  insurance  companies,  a  total  of  20,928  insurance  com- 
pany reports. 

The  ten  authorized  insurance  companies  named  above 
have  in  their  employ  151  inspectors  of  steam  boilers  and  air 
tanks  who  hold  certificates  of  competency  issued  by  this  De- 
partment. Fifty  apphcants  for  such  certificates  were  .exam- 
ined during  the  year,  18  of  whom  were  granted  certificates 
of  competency  as  inspectors  of  steam  boilers  for  this  Com- 
monwealth, while  the  other  32  applicants  failed  in  the  exami- 
nation. 
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Applicants  for  first  or  second  class  engineers'  and  special 
licenses,  applicants  for  certificates  of  competency  as  inspectors 
of  steam  boilers  for  insurance  companies,  and  candidates  who 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  an  individual  inspector  are  exam- 
ined by  a  board  of  three  inspectors.

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DIVISION   OF   FIRE   PREVENTION. 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  350,  General 
Acts  of  1919,  the  office  of  Fire  Prevention  Commissioner  of 
the  Metropohtan  District  and  that  branch  of  the  District 
PoHce  known  as  the  Fire  Inspection  Department  were  merged 
into  the  Division  of  Fire  Prevention  of  the  Department  of 
PubHc  Safety,  under  the  charge  of  a  director  known  as  the 
State  Fire  MarshaL 

Fire  investigation  throughout  the  entire  State  and  fire 
prevention  within  the  metropolitan  district  comprise  the  two 
functions  exercised  by  this  division. 

FIRE  INVESTIGATION. 

There  are  ten  fire  inspectors  engaged  in  the  investigation 
of  fires,  one  of  whom  is  Chief  Fire  Inspector  who  has  the 
power  to  hold  fire  inquests  and  administer  oaths,  with  office 
at  the  State  House,  Boston.  The  others  are  located  at 
different  points  throughout  the  State  as  shown  by  the  roster. 

The  causes  of  all  fires  within  the  city  of  Boston  are  in- 
vestigated, while  in  other  parts  of  the  State  only  incendiary, 
suspicious  and  fires  of  unknown  origin  are  investigated.

FIRE   PREVENTION. 

The  work  of  fire  prevention  has  been  conducted  during  the 
year  with  the  most  practical  means  available,  with  a  view 
to  reduce  the  fire  loss  in  the  metropolitan  district.  There 
have  been  employed  in  this  work  one  engineer  and  two  in- 
spectors, one  of  whom  has  been  engaged  largely  in  serving 
orders  and  on  court  prosecutions. 

A  large  number  of  requests  by  letter  have  been  made  to 
remedy  fire  hazards,  most  of  which  have  been  complied  with 
without  the  necessity  of  serving  orders. 

The  matter  of  high  cost  of  all  materials  and  labor  has  re- 
tarded the  installation  of  sprinkler  systems  where  they  would 
seem  to  be  needed  for  fire  prevention.  Inasmuch  as  only  5 
per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  buildings  and  land  can 
be  used  for  this  purpose,  the  increased  cost  of  sprinkler  in- 
stallation in  many  cases  exceeds  this  amount.  Seventy- three 
requests  have  been  made  to  install  sprinkler  systems,  17  of 
which  were  complied,  with  and  56  are  now  pending.  Two  of 
the  worst  of  these  cases,  where  human  life  was  endangered, 
were  prosecuted  and  fined. 

Frequent  inspection  and  supervision  of  hazardous  condi- 
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tions  in  buildings  liable  to  meet  with  large  fire  losses  have 
been  made,  as  shown  by  the  following  tables  of  statistical 
information. 

The  installation  of  fuel-oil  burning  devices  in  buildings  has 
introduced  another  hazard  requiring  great  care  to  prevent 
large  fire  losses  therefrom.  The  supervision  of  the  installa- 
tion and  the  operation  of  these  devices  has  been  part  of  the 
duty  of  the  engineer  of  this  division,  to  whom  credit  is  due 
for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  performed  this  work. 

In  the  work  of  the  division  a  great  amount  of  credit  is  due 
to  the  officials  of  the  cities  and  towns  within  the  district,  to 
the  fire  departments,  building  departments  and  police  de- 
partments in  their  active  co-operation  for  fire  prevention.

Disposition  of  Confiscated  Weapons. 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  2,  chapter  583, 
Acts  of  1908,  as  amended  by  section  102,  chapter  350,  Gen- 
eral Acts  of  1919,  which  provides  that  all  pistols,  revolvers 
and  other  weapons  confiscated  by  the  court  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety,  I  have  received 
from  the  various  officers  of  the  Commonwealth,  whose  duty  it 
is  to  forward  the  same,  the  following  confiscated  weapons:  — 

Revolvers, .        .        .52 

Knives, 1 

Knuckles, 1 

This  statute  further  provides  that  the  weapons  thus  con- 
fiscated may  either  be  sold  or  destroyed,  and  in  the  event  of 
such  sale,  after  paying  the  cost  of  transportation,  the  net 
proceeds  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Common- 
wealth. I  have,  therefore,  sold  these  weapons,  and  have 
paid  the  net  proceeds,  $47,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Common- 
wealth.
